PLANS TO TACKLE 
TRAFFIC CHAOS

ACTION is set to be taken to 
ease parking congestion on 
Oswestry’s industrial estate - 
after firms described the situ¬ 
ation as “mayhem”. 

And better signage and improved 
transport links could also be on the 
way under plans by the 
town’s Business Im¬ 
provement District (BID) 
group. 

Companies on the industrial 
estate have been among the 
first to discuss how Oswestry 
having BID status could bring 
benefits. Oswestry’s businesses 
voted to become a BID town in 
April with those of a certain size 
having to pay a levy on their rates to fund the 
scheme. A volunteer board organised meetings 
on Maesbury Road Industrial Estate, in the 
town centre and at Park Hall to hear the main 
issues affecting business. 

Ian Follington from the BID team said the 
first meeting, for those on the industrial estate, 
was very productive. He said: “It seems there 
is a lot of Tow hanging fruit’ - relatively easy 
changes - that could be done to make a real dif¬ 
ference there. 

“Companies were telling us that the parking 
is mayhem, that could reasonably quickly be 
sorted out. Also that signage is poor or non-ex¬ 
istent. Getting rid of the individual signs that 
are hanging on fences or on the side of the road 
and replacing them with really good collective 
signage would make a huge improvement to the 
area.” 

He said people at the meeting also complained 
about poor public transport, with no buses tying 
in with shift patterns. 

He added Oswestry BID was now looking at 
recruiting a full-time manager to take the or¬ 
ganisation forward.

Fraud experts 
assessing music 
festival complaint 

A FRAUD case is being assessed against 
the company and directors behind a failed 
music festival. 

Fieldbounce Music Festival was sup¬ 
posed to take place in May at Park Hall 
near Oswestry featuring the likes of 
Dappy, Scouting for Girls and Danny 
Howard. However two weeks before the 
festival was due to be held organisers an¬ 
nounced the cancellation. 

Festival CEO Shawn Melusi has said 
that most people who bought tickets have 
been paid back while the rest are in the 
process of being paid back. 

However, because some traders and 
ticket holders are yet to receive refunds, a 
complaint has been made to Action Fraud 
about the Fieldbounce Company and or¬ 
ganisers. 

Action Fraud is the UK’s national re¬ 
porting centre for fraud and cyber crime. 

A spokeswoman for the organisation 
confirmed it had received a complaint and 
that “it is currently being assessed by the 
City of London Police’s National Fraud 
Intelligence Bureau”. 

Mr Melusi did not wish to comment. 

The festival was due to take place on 
May 5 with organisers hoping to sell more 
than 5,000 tickets.

A POLICE officer from Oswestry 
who saved the life of a stabbing 
victim while helping to detain the 
attacker has been given a na¬ 
tional Police Bravery Award. 

PC Kimberley Morris was named as 
the Region 3 (Midlands) winner at the 
23rd national Police Bravery Awards 
in London last week. 

PC Morris was only in her second week 
of independent patrol 
when she was called to 
a disturbance and po¬ 
tential assault. 

Arriving at the scene 
in Westfaling Street, 
Hereford, PC Morris 
and a colleague were 
met with an hysterical 
woman on a driveway 
who was covered in 
blood. Alex Gale, of West Mercia Police, 
said: “PC Morris could see bloody hand¬ 
prints on the door and the outside wall of 
the house, while the woman screamed that 
‘he’ was dying but that the assailant had 
fled. 

“PC Morris entered the house to find 
another man kneeling in front of the first 
and holding something up to a bloody and 
gaping neck wound. The man in the chair 
was drifting in and out of consciousness.” 

PC Morris was said to have quickly real¬ 
ised that the second man was the attacker 
and that the weapon used in the assault - 
a herb cutter - was left discarded on the 
kitchen floor. 

She had to help the victim, a 60-year- 
old man, while also keeping the suspected 
attacker controlled and away from the 
weapon. 

PC Morris administered first aid while 
she waited for back-up to arrive, all the 
while keeping the attacker in sight - a feat 
that placed her in considerable danger. 

The victim had received an eight-inch 
gash across his neck which was bleeding 
profusely. 

The assailant, Carl Bennett, 47, was 
given a nine-year sentence for the attack,

Person is 
killed in 
tragedy at 
crossing 

A PERSON died on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing last week after being hit by a train 
on a level crossing. 

It happened at the Weston Rhyn 
level crossing between Gobowen and 
Chirk at around 7.50am. 

All the railway lines were blocked 
between Shrewsbury and Wrexham 
General following the tragedy. 

The British Transport Police say 
they are not treating the death as 
suspicious. 

A spokesman for the British Trans¬ 
port Police said a file was being pre¬ 
pared for the coroner. 

He said: “Officers were called to 
Western Rhyn level crossing, Shrop¬ 
shire, at approximately 7.50am after 
reports that a person had been struck 
by a train. 

“Colleagues from the ambulance 
service also attended, however, a per¬ 
son was sadly pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

“The incident is not currently being 
treated as suspicious and a file will be 
prepared for the coroner.” 

Arriva Trains Wales said that ser¬ 
vices between the stations had either 
been stopped completely or were de¬ 
layed for half an hour, with bus routes 
set up between Shrewsbury and Ches¬ 
ter.

Paterson gives Brexit 
deal warning to May

OWEN Paterson has warned he 
will vote against the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Brexit plan, unless it is bet¬ 
ter than the terms of no-deal. 

The North Shropshire MP has said 
Theresa May’s Chequers proposal on 
Britain’s Brexit deal “falls well short 
of a clean, free trading Brexit”. 

His comments come as MPs were pro¬ 
vided with a copy of the proposal for the 
first time. 

The cabinet has agreed to back the plan 
but it has also led to David Davis and 
Boris Johnson resigning their ministerial 
positions. Now Mr Paterson has said he 
believes that World Trade Organisation 
terms, which would come into force in the 
event of Britain leaving the EU without a 
deal, appear better than the government 
plan. He said: “The Chequers proposal falls 
well short of a clean, free-trading Brexit 
by leaving the Single Market, the Customs 
Union and the jurisdiction of the European 
Court promised by the Conservative Man¬ 
ifesto. 

Force 

“It would force significant sections of the 
UK economy to follow EU laws. It would se¬ 
verely limit our ability to form new trading 
relationships. It would see the European 
Court continue to have jurisdiction in the 
UK. Compare that to World Trade Organi¬ 
sation terms. As a full member of the WTO 
in our own right, we would have the power 
to shape on global regulations alongside 
our allies. We would begin to use the vast 
amounts of money which we send to the 
EU on our own priorities, withdrawing our 
offer of a £39 billion “divorce bill”. 

“The EU Withdrawal Act means Euro¬ 
pean law will cease to apply to the UK on 
exit day. Under the Chequers agreement, 
the Government will have to reinstate large 
chunks of EU law and Parliament will have 
to vote on it. 

“My criterion is simple: unless the Gov¬ 
ernment’s proposal is better than WTO 
terms, I will vote against it.”

Politicians tell 
of abuse given 

NEW research has revealed excrement and 
razor blades have been sent through the 
post to politicians in Wales. 

In total, 121 Welsh politicians have told 
the Electoral Reform Society that they suf¬ 
fered abuse of some form. 

The organisation sent a survey asking all 
members, MPs, MEPs and councillors about 
their experiences of harassment. 

In total, 266 politicians responded to the 
survey, including 224 councillors, 26 AMs, 
11 MPs and one MEP. Of the replies, 40 
people said they had suffering online abuse 
with one politician saying they suffered ra¬ 
cial abuse. One politician said they had been 
slapped on the bottom, and two others said 
they suffered sexual harassment. 

One respondent told the survey that 
someone posted them an envelope contain¬ 
ing razor blades.

“This rollout will not be the end of the 
force’s work in this area and future op¬ 
portunities for camera sites will be consid¬ 
ered.” 


full and part-time jobs. 

In its application the company is also 
asking for permission for ATM units, two 
substations and associated access, car park¬ 
ing and landscaping. 

Oswestry’s current Morrisons store is on 
Oswald Road in the town centre. 

In leaflets sent to local residents during 
a pre-application consultation the company 
said the supermarket would include a ba¬ 
rista cafe. If permission is granted for the 
new supermarket, residents were told, staff 
from the current town centre store would 
move to the new site on Shrewsbury Road. 

The site is on the remaining area of land 
following the relocation of the Oswestry 
livestock market. 

The market opened a new, state-of-the- 
art complex which has proved popular with 
farmers. 

In the original masterplan the remaining 
land was earmarked for a £45 million retail 
and leisure project which was to have in¬ 
cluded a cinema and restaurants. 

But when Cineworld pulled out, the plan 
collapsed and the site became an eyesore. 

Oswestry Town Council, which leased 
the land to Morrisons, has been in talks 
with the food store giant to get the land 
back in use. 

New plans are only for a section of that 
unused land. 

A report by architects, Whittam Cox, to 
Shropshire Council looks at the effect the 
supermarket would have on Oswestry town 
centre. 

“Our findings have shown that Oswest¬ 
ry’s town centre is performing well, with 
a high footfall of visitors,” the report says. 

“It is considered that the provision of a 
new Morrisons store will enhance the retail 
offer of Oswestry, providing a larger, mod¬ 
ern supermarket on an easily accessible, 
brownfield site.”

The Chequers agreement can¬ 
not deliver the clear Conserva¬ 
tive manifesto pledge to leave 
the Single Market, the Customs 
Union and the jurisdiction of the 
European Court of Justice in an¬ 
ything but name. The return of 
control, as David Davis said, “is 
more illusory than real.” 

The agreement would oblige 
the UK and the EU to adopt a 
“common rulebook” for trade in 
goods. 

All trade deals require some 
kind of agreement on stand¬ 
ards, but this is different. The 
so-called “common” rules are, in 
fact, the EU’s rules and cover all 
the laws concerning goods in the 
Single Market. So “common”, 
apparently, means the UK having 
to obey all the laws promulgat¬ 
ed by the EU over a wide area, 
whilst having lost the ability to 
vote on those laws in the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers and the European 
Parliament. 

We are told that Parliament 
will have the ability to reject fur¬ 
ther changes to EU law, yet the 
statement also says that the UK 
will “commit by treaty to ongoing 
harmonisation” in areas covered 
by the EU rulebook. Parliament’s 
supposed independence comes 
on the condition that the EU 
can impose “consequences” 
should MPs ever have the te¬ 
merity to exercise this theoretical 
right, leaving us as a permanent 
rule-taking supplicant without 
any practical chance of amend¬ 
ment. 

We have just passed the With¬ 
drawal Act to end the supremacy 
of EU law in the UK by repeal¬ 
ing the European Communities 
Act and repatriate the existing 
acquis under the control of Par¬ 
liament. Were Parliament now 
to vote for the Chequers agree¬ 
ment, it would be voting posi¬ 
tively to hand back to Brussels 
all control over the rules covering 
trade in goods. 

Compare that to the mis¬ 
named “no deal” option: World 
Trade Organisation terms. As a 
full member of the WTO in our 
own right, we would have the 
power to vote on global regula¬ 
tions as well as to initiate new 
standards and propose amend¬ 
ments to existing ones alongside 
our allies. 

The EU Withdrawal Act means 
European law will cease to apply 
to the UK on exit day. Under the 
Chequers agreement, the Gov¬ 
ernment will have to reinstate 
large chunks of EU law and Par¬ 
liament will have to vote on it. 

My criterion is simple: unless 
the Government’s proposal is 
better than WTO terms, I will 
vote against it.

Whilst you might have a good relationship with Eve’s medical team, caring for a child with Cerebral Palsy 
can be not only physically and emotionally challenging but also financially challenging. The claim would be for compensation to fund Eve’s long term care and 
other needs arising from her condition. In general, claims of this nature are valued in excess of £1 million. The aim is to provide Eve with the best possible quality 
of life. 

To be successful in a claim you need to establish that the care provided fell below an acceptable standard. Here, the focus is on whether there was an unreasonable 
and avoidable delay in Eve’s delivery. You also need to prove that the actions or inactions of the health care team are directly linked to the development of Eve’s 
condition. These issues would be addressed by different specialised medical experts. 

A no-win no-fee agreement may be available and legal aid is still available for certain types of birth injury cases. You should contact a local solicitor to have a 
chat, face to face, to consider your options.

Plans for 
improved 
rail service 
hit by delay 

PLANS to bring more trains and fast¬ 
er journeys to the railways have been 
delayed by five months. 

West Midlands Trains, which last 
year took over Shropshire services 
previously operated by London Mid¬ 
land, had pledged to introduce a raft 
of improvements in December. 

They would have included half- 
hourly services between Shrewsbury 
and Birmingham, including a new, 
fast service which would not stop at 
the smaller stations. 

But the recent chaos caused by the 
launch of the summer timetable in the 
north of England has led to the Rail 
Delivery Group, which oversees rail 
services across the UK, delaying the 
changes until May 2019. 

Francis Thomas of West Midlands 
Trains said the company had been 
ready to launch the new services, but 
was asked to delay them because of 
the situation elsewhere. 

The new half-hourly trains would 
have been in addition to the services 
provided by Arriva Trains Wales and 
Virgin Trains, meaning that for most 
of the time there would be at least 
three services an hour from Shrews¬ 
bury to Birmingham. 

It also means that the new fast ser¬ 
vices from the West Midlands to Lon¬ 
don have been postponed, as well as 
larger trains to create extra capacity 
between Birmingham New Street and 
London. Mr Thomas said: “We have 
already put a lot of work and prepara¬ 
tion into the timetable improvements 
planned for December this year, and 
our preparations are on schedule. We 
are therefore disappointed that we 
will not be able to go forward with 
these plans until May, but understand 
that these decisions have been made 
to reflect the network-wide situation.”

Party leadership candidate to 'fight for Mid Wales' 


A WELSH Conservative leadership candidate 
has vowed to fight to make Mid Wales equal to 
the south and north if he wins the contest. 

Paul Davies AM has pledged to ensure Mont¬ 
gomeryshire and Powys are not neglected if he 
comes out on top in the Conservative leader¬ 
ship contest in September. 

Mr Davies, who has backing from AMs all 
over Wales is hotly tipped to become the new 
leader of the party. 

He was in Welshpool on Thursday last week 
to meet local politicians and members. 


He said his ambition is to become First Min¬ 
ister and take the majority off the long stand¬ 
ing Labour government. 

He said: “I want to make sure Powys and 
Mid Wales, and my area in West Wales, are 
properly recognised like the north and south. 

Leadership 

“That hasn’t happened under the current 
leadership. 

“It hasn’t been treated the same and I will be 
lobbying for that for sure. 


“There are a number of things that need to 
be done in Mid Wales, and they have been ne¬ 
glected by the Labour assembly government.” 

Mr Davies is drumming up support ahead of 
the September vote. 

He has gained the support of Montgomery¬ 
shire Assembly Member Russell George. 

One other area Mr Davies wants to improve 
is cross border working, and in particular in 
the case of the Pant/Llanymynech bypass on 
the Shropshire/Powys border. 

He said: “There has to be more cross border

ing.” During his career with the GB men’s 
senior wheelchair basketball team Mark 
has amassed a gold and a silver European 
Medal and competed in the 2014 World 
Championships. 

GB’s number 13 was known within 
the team as a dedicated family man, who 
brought an open and humble character to 
the squad. 

A huge ambassador for the sport he loves, 
Mark regularly took time out of his hectic 
work and playing life to speak about his 
career at local schools and to the media. 
Alongside his international sporting suc¬ 
cess, Mark also consistently delivered at 
elite level notably in swimming and rowing. 


Arguments 
put forward 
on Future Fit 


SHREWSBURY’S MP is urging people 
not to be swayed by political motiva¬ 
tion when considering their stance on 
the Future Fit debate. 

Daniel Kawczynski urged constituents to 
listen to “the people at the coal face”. 

The preferred Future Fit option, which has been 
signed off by both Telford and Shropshire CCGs, 
is for the county’s emergency centre to be based at 
Shrewsbury - and Telford’s Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal to take on the responsibility for planned care. It 
would be supported by two urgent care centres at 
both the PRH and RSH.

£2 million 
boost for area’s 
dental service 

DENTAL services in Shropshire will ben¬ 
efit from a cash injection of more than £2 
million. 

NHS England in the North Midlands 
have been awarded £2.25m to local NHS 
dental practices to increase NHS dental 
access for around 30,000 patients across 
Shropshire and Staffordshire. 

A total of 39 NHS dental practices across 
all 11 local authority areas will benefit 
from this funding, which aims to increase 
NHS dental access for patients and in par¬ 
ticular encourage a higher take-up of den¬ 
tal check-ups for children aged up to two. 

This activity forms part of a wider na¬ 
tional initiative which aims to increase ac¬ 
cess for this age group, promoting earlier 
prevention. It comes as statistics reveal 
that by the time a child is five-years-old, a 
quarter will have tooth decay with on aver¬ 
age three to four affected. 

Rebecca Woods, head of primary care 
for NHS England in Shropshire and Staf¬ 
fordshire, said: “This investment in dental 
services is really positive news for patients

Water levels 
are holding up 
in reservoirs 

AUTHORITIES have said water levels in 
Welsh reservoirs are holding up despite 
some lakes receding due to the recent hot 
weather. 

Welsh Water has said levels are around 
where they would expect to be at this time 
of year and Natural Resources Wales said 
some rivers are at a little lower than usual. 

Some reservoirs have been reported to 
be particularly parched with a report of a 
massive increase in demand for water in 
Greater Manchester. 

That has seen water from the likes of 
the River Dee in North Wales and Lake 
Vyrnwy in Powys being moved north. 

Welsh Water is pumping an extra one 
billion litres of water a day from reservoirs 
into its system to meet hot weather de¬ 
mands and managing director Peter Perry, 
said: “The water levels in our reservoirs is 
around where we would expect for the time 
of year and under current conditions we 
don’t have concerns about the water levels 
across the area we serve. But customers 
are obviously using much more water in 
this hot weather and so we need to ensure 
that we can get the water to customers. 
Our staff are working day and night to 
help spot and repair leaks and using tank¬ 
ers to put extra water into the network. We 
always ask customers to work with us. If 
they spot a leak, please let us know and be 
mindful of how much water they are using.

A FORMER library worker has been 
jailed for two years and nine months 
after indecently assaulting a boy in 
church almost every week for four 
years. 

Christopher Moore-Bridger, 77, ad¬ 
mitted touching his victim on an almost 
weekly basis at the church in Oswestry 
they both attended, and on day trips to a 
sister church in Bridlington. 

The boy was in the church choir and was 
targeted by Moore-Bridger before and after 
services and choir practice between 1986 and 
1990. The victim killed himself earlier this year 
aged 41. Moore-Bridger, of Orchard Street in 
Oswestiy, was sentenced at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court after pleading guilty to five counts of in¬ 
decent assault. The offences took place when 
the victim was between 10 and 13 years old. 

The court heard that after suffering years of 
abuse, the boy told his parents about the crimes 
when he was 17 years old. He later complained 
that they didn’t believe him. 

Encounter 

He reported it to police in August of 2016, 
after a chance encounter with Moore-Bridger 
on a bus. In interviews Moore-Bridger denied 
any wrongdoing, and in February of this year 
he pleaded not guilty. He changed his plea in 
June. Nigel Stelling, prosecuting, said: “Sadly 
it is now known that the boy was seriously af¬ 
fected by what happened to him at the hands 
of this defendant. He suffered throughout his 
adult life with mental health difficulties and 
during periods of crisis he referred to what 
happened in conversation with nursing staff.” 

Mr Stelling made clear that the victim suf¬ 
fered from bipolar disorder and that it would 
never be ascertained how much of a role in his 
death the crimes of Moore-Bridger played. 

The court heard a statement from the vic¬ 
tim made shortly before his death, which said 
that he was “angry at the world” and angry at 
his parents for not believing him. He said that 
when Moore-Bridger pleaded not guilty it shook 
him and he became wracked with doubts. 

Representing Moore-Bridger, Adrian Rob¬ 
erts said that the man had been a helpful and 
generous member of the church community for 
many years. Judge Anthony Lowe summed up 
the case and sentenced Moore-Bridger to two 
years and nine months in jail for the earliest 
offences, and an identical concurrent sentence 
for the other four charges. 


THE death of a man who choked on food was 
“accidental” and not “reasonably preventa¬ 
ble”, an inquest jury has found. 

Colin John Jones died of hypoxic brain in¬ 
jury after choking on food on January 11, the 
inquest at Shrewsbury’s Shirehall was told on 
Monday. The 56-year-old, who was a retired 
taxi driver, was rushed from the Laurel Ward 
of Hengoed residential home near Oswestry to 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead at about 9am the following 
morning.

FORMER student Colonel Pat¬ 
rick “Patch” Reehal was the 
speaker at Oswestry School’s 
annual Speech Day.

Patch, at the time Major Reehal, earned 
his MBE in 2010 having been the force be¬ 
hind 10 dangerous missions in Helmand 
Province. 

One of the 200-vehicle convoys led by the 
Royal Logistic Corps soldier saw the patrol 
survive five roadside bombs and an enemy 
ambush. 

The citation for the honour called Major 
Reehal “a gifted leader of men”. 

It continued: “His soldiers were inspired 
by his personal example, charisma and de¬ 
cisive action. 

“There was nothing that they would not 
do for him.” 

Patch instructed nine Combat Logis¬ 
tic Patrols (CLPs) as commander of 10 
Queen’s Own Gurkha Logistic Regiment, 
each of which was said to be highly danger¬ 
ous and vulnerable to enemy attack. 

The mission, dubbed Operation Loam 20, 
made national headlines at the time.

The new working group will assess the 
challenges facing the sector due to lack 
of security of domestic wood supply, how 
the industry can meet 100 per cent of UK 
demand for wood panel products and how 
it can co-exist with the wood processing 
and wood fuels sectors which also rely on 
a finite wood source. Kronospan chief ex¬ 
ecutive Ludwig Scheiblreiter said: “As an 
industry, we are increasingly struggling to 
source a sustainable supply of forest round- 
wood and thinning, sawmill products and 
recycled wood.” 

Council plans 
for £1,6m 
health cuts 

SHROPSHIRE Council plans to save more 
than £1.6 million over the next two finan¬ 
cial years by making cuts to public health 
services. 

But the plan has been labelled “a dis¬ 
aster” by opposition councillors who sug¬ 
gested it should be scrutinised. 

The authority’s cabinet approved the 
report at a recent meeting. The strategy 
would see £588,000 saved in this financial 
year and more than £1 million saved in the 
next. Independent councillor Madge Shine- 
ton asked for the plan to be looked at again. 
She said: “I see public health as a founda¬ 
tion stone of what we are trying to achieve 
across the whole health budget. 

“It’s a piece of the jigsaw so if we start 
to tinker about with that then the whole 
thing is going to wobble. 

“I do ask you to look at that again, stand 
back and have a wider vision of what the 
consequences might be. 

“We know Child and Adolescent Mental 
Health Service (CAMHS) has been a disas¬ 
ter for a period of time now which I think 
is unacceptable. 

“There’s going to be a reduction in school 
nurses - we really can’t do without them.” 

Labour Councillor Alan Mosley added: 
“This paper is a disaster area, it’s an attack 
on our health and care services.” 

Council leader Peter Nutting said the 
plan is getting the council towards a bal¬ 
anced budget. 

The cabinet voted in favour of the plan 
and it will go to full council at a later date. 

Housing bid will 
now go to appeal 

A SPORTSMAN is taking his rejected 
housing plans to appeal. 

Richard Cosgrove put forward plans to 
demolish Oak Street Garage in Oswestry - 
home of his Elite Martial Arts Club - and 
replace it with five properties while moving 
the growing sports club to a larger space. 

It was refused by Shropshire Council 
planner Mark Perry in January, who said 
it would be “over-development” of the site. 

But Mr Cosgrove now hopes to have the 
decision overturned after taking it to ap¬ 
peal. 

Agent Trevor Mennall said his client had 
taken several steps to address concerns 
raised during the planning process, includ¬ 
ing reducing the number of properties from 
six apartments to four apartments and a 
house. 

He continued: “The proposal addresses 
a need for starter homes and affordable 
housing particularly for first-time buyers. 

“The proposal is in a sustainable location 
close to the town centre of Oswestry and 
accords within SAMDev policy which pri¬ 
marily focuses on the need for housing in 
Oswestry.” 


FEWER than 10 per cent of claims for pothole 
damage repairs have been successful so far this 
year. 

In the Shropshire Council area, only 32 of 
422 claims have been successful. 

This comes after a Freedom of Information 
request by the Shropshire Star revealed the 
amount of successful, open and closed claims 
there have been for vehicles being damaged by 
potholes in 2018. 

The 32 successful claims has led to council 
paying out £6,164.38 in compensation. Individ¬ 
ual requests for repairs among the 422 requests 
ranged from £38.40, to as much as £9,780. 

Figures revealed a number of the claims 
rejected were due to the maintenance section 
58 defence, which states the claimant needs

to prove that the highway in question was not 
maintained appropriately, was dangerous and 
that this was the direct cause of the damage. 

Jonny Keeley, a councillor from Bishop’s 
Castle, said: “The council is making it unnec¬ 
essarily difficult for people to be compensated 
for damage to their vehicles. It’s difficult to 
fix every single road, but not to process claims 
made for damaged cars and bikes. 

“I understand not every claim is going to 
be legitimate, but I can’t believe such a large 
number of people have been refused compensa¬ 
tion. It’s definitely a national problem, but they 
need to either fix the roads, or deal with the 


damage caused to the cars.” Despite constant 
cuts to council funding, the council estimates 
it spends £1.5 million on repairing potholes in 
Shropshire ever year. 

Angie Beechey, Shropshire Council’s risk and 
insurance manager, said: “Following the poor 
weather conditions over the winter period in 
Shropshire and the rest of the UK, Shropshire 
Council has been working hard to maintain a 
safe highway for the public, and highway tech¬ 
nicians and contractors have been working 
hard to inspect and repair the damage caused 
by the inclement weather. Unfortunately there 
has been an increase in the number of potholes 
throughout the county and this has led to an 
increase in the number of claims received. 

“Each claim is investigated on an individual 


basis and where a legal liability exists, reim¬ 
bursement is made.” 

A number of complaints have also risen from 
people reporting potholes, but failing to see 
them repaired. 

James Smith, 43, a salesman for Motorcycle 
Mart, from Bridgnorth, said: “It’s got to the 
point where people aren’t bothering to report 
damage to the roads because they feel like it’s 
not worth it. 

“I was reporting one specific place that des¬ 
perately needed repairing on the B4555 near 
Bridgnorth for six months. 

“I reported it and contacted the council three 
or four times and each time they told me some¬ 
one would get back to me and they never did. 

“In the end I had to contact my local MP.” 


Report looks at concerns

MPS have welcomed a report that 
says politicians should not take on 
outside jobs that could affect their 
duties. 

The Committee on Standards in Public 
Life, led by Lord Bew, recommended that 
MPs should not be allowed to take on out¬ 
side jobs as parliamentary strategists, ad¬ 
visors or consultants. 

Lord Bew also called for a tightening of the 
MPs’ code of conduct, with any breach trig¬ 
gering an investigation by the parliamentary 
standards commissioner. 

The report said while such appointments 
were much less common than in the past, it ex¬ 
pressed concern they could lead to MPs devel¬ 
oping privileged relationships with particular 
organisations, resulting in “undue influence” 
being brought to bear on Parliament. 

The committee originally launched its in¬ 
quiry in March last year in the wake of the 
political storm which followed the appointment 
of former chancellor George Osborne as editor 
of the Evening Standard, along with a series 
of other lucrative appointments, while still an 
MP. 

Witnesses 

Mr Osborne, who stood down from Parlia¬ 
ment at last year’s general election, was among 
the witnesses to give evidence to the commit¬ 
tee. Lord Bew said only a minority of MPs now 
had paid jobs outside of parliament. He added: 
“Where a small number of individuals have 
taken up outside interests beyond what might 
be considered reasonable, it risks undermining 
trust in Parliament and parliamentarians.” 

Lord Bew accepted that some MPs would 
continue to work in roles such as doctors, 
nurses and armed forces reservists. But he said 
holding directorships of companies or working 
as consultants raised “a genuine issue about 
undue influence”. 

The register shows that Shrewsbury & At- 
cham MP Daniel Kawczynski declared an in¬ 
come of £6,000 a month from the US based 
Electrum mining group. 

Owen Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, 
declared an income of £8,333 a month from 
clinical diagnostics company Randox Labora¬ 
tories for a monthly commitment of 16 hours’ 
work, and £4,166 a month from High Peek an¬ 
imal feeds for eight hours’ work. He also de¬ 
clared an income of £12,000 a year from Lynn’s 
Country Foods.

Ex- postman jailed for 18 months for sexual assault 


A FORMER postman has been sent to prison 
for a sexual assault. 

Simon Dene Thomas, aged 52, was jailed for 
18 months after admitting the offence. 

David Mainstone, prosecuting, said the at¬ 
tack happened in January last year after the 
woman, a mother in her 20s, had enjoyed a 
rare night out with friends at a Welshpool pub 
where she met Thomas. 

The defendant, of Brookfield Road, Welsh¬ 
pool, later went to her house at about lam and 
knocked on the door, Mold Crown Court heard. 


Mr Mainstone told the court he attempted to 
kiss her when she answered and sexually as¬ 
saulted her. 

As she fought to get away from him the wom¬ 
an’s daughter watched and screamed from the 
top of the stairs, the court heard. 

She eventually managed to shut the door on 
Thomas. 

Thomas apologised the next day saying he 
could not remember what had happened, tell¬ 
ing police he had been attracted to her. 

In an impact statement, the victim said the 


assault had made her sad, depressed and una¬ 
ble to sleep. 

She also lost her faith in men and gave up 
her job. 

Matthew Dunford, defending, said Thomas 
had acted out of character. 

His printing business had failed and his mar¬ 
riage had ended after 30 years, he added. 

He later worked as a postman. 

Asking the judge to consider a suspended 
sentence, Mr Dunford said Thomas was re¬ 
morseful. 


Judge Rees Rowlands said: “It was a serious 
offence committed in the victim’s home in the 
early hours of the morning, far too serious to 
be anything other than immediately custody.” 
Thomas was also handed a five-year restraining 
order banning him from any contact with the 
woman. 

He told Thomas: “There’s a significant dif¬ 
ference in your ages. 

“Your behaviour has had a profound effect 
on her and she’s lost faith and trust in men and 
had to leave her job.”

“Food banks rely on their community 
for donations so the items donated by 
Midcounties will have gone to local peo¬ 
ple who would otherwise have faced going 
hungry.” In Shropshire, demand for food 
banks has soared with 4,713 food parcels 
handed out to people across the region 
between April 1, 2017 and March 31, 
2018. The number of children turning to 
food banks has also increased, with 1,819 
items going to those under the age of 16. 

Midnight ride 
helps hospice 

A MIDNIGHT ride from Oswestry to 
Lake Vyrnwy has raised funds for Severn 
Hospice. 

The ride through the night involved 90 
cyclists all enjoying empty roads, starry 
skies and a sunrise for the challenging 85- 
mile circular route. 

Organisers say the event attracted 
more than double the amount of riders 
when compared with 2017. 

Alan Lewis, who organised the mid¬ 
night ride, said that in four years the ride 
had raised £7,000 towards charities. 

Paul Mckeating, one of the cyclists, 
said: “It was great. 

“The route was fab, the atmosphere 
was really friendly, all the people helping 
out were excellent and the food was really 
nice.” 

Mr Lewis said there were already plans 
in place for the 2019 Midnight Ride, 
which will take place in June.

A GROUP of enthusiasts were given an exclu¬ 
sive behind-the-scenes look at the £4 million 
project to restore a section of the Montgomery 
Canal. 

The group of 30 people enjoyed guided walks 
to the new Aston Locks Nature Reserve, which 
is being created next to the canal to provide a 
protected home for birds, wildlife such as dam- 
selflies, dragonflies, otters and water voles, and 
rare aquatic plants . 


Trust project manager David Hennessey 
and ecologists Stuart Moodie and Sara Hill ex¬ 
plained the complex works and showed how the 
plants and animals were being transferred into 
the new nature reserve from the main line of 
the canal. The whole project is being funded by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) and Shrop¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust’s Freshwater First Pro¬ 
gramme, supported by the Montgomery Canal 
Partnership, and delivered by the Canal & 


River Trust, which cares for the Montgomery 
Canal and 2,000 miles of waterways in England 
and Wales. Funding for the restoration pro¬ 
gramme was announced a year ago and since 
then good progress has been made towards 
upgrading nearly five miles of towpath, re¬ 
storing one and a quarter miles of the canal to 
navigation from Maesbury to Crickheath and 
creating a dedicated turning point for narrow- 
boats, known as a winding hole. This will ena¬ 


ble boats to return to the area for the first time 
since 1936 when the canal was closed. Only 
around half of the canal is currently navigable 
but, with the help of Shropshire Union Canal 
Society volunteers, this latest major phase 
should be completed by 2020. 

Canal and River Trust project manager 
David Hennessey said: “The Montgomery is a 
special canal and its restoration has required a 
special solution.

brave Amey 
tells cyclists 

AN 11-year-old girl who was seriously 
injured in a road accident has made 
a video from her hospital bed, urging 
cyclists to always wear helmets. 

Amey Hogan says her helmet saved 
her life. She suffered serious head and 
face injuries, including two skull frac¬ 
tures, one of which damaged the optic 
nerve which means Amey has perma¬ 
nently lost the sight in her right eye. 

The accident happened three weeks 
ago as Amey was cycling to school in 
her home village of Ruyton-XI-Towns 
near Oswestry. 

She was taken to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital where she underwent 
surgery to fix her jaw which was bro¬ 
ken in two places and to mend her 
smashed cheekbones. Now recover¬ 
ing she surprised her family with the 
video, made on her mobile phone. 

In it Amey has posted a series of pic¬ 
tures taken over the last three weeks 
along with powerful statements. She 
wrote that she had suffered serious 
injuries but was slowly getting better, 
day by day. She said: “I was on my 
bike. I came out of my friend’s drive 
and right there, there was a van. I am 
so lucky that it wasn’t any worse. I 
have had so much support. The bike 
helmet saved my life.” 

Amey then writes a message to 
other cyclists, telling them: “Be care¬ 
ful. Don’t rush, but most importantly 
wear a helmet when biking. It saved 
my life, it could save yours too.” 

Her grandmother Karen Rooney 
said despite the accident Amey had 
remained true to her character and 
kept everyone smiling. 

She said:“She has been incredibly 
brave and strong. Then her mum 
Vikki discovered the video that Amey 
had made. Vikki feels strongly that 
Amey’s story should be shared.” 


New £1 million scanner 
for hospital is unveiled

A STATE-of-the-art CT scanner 
has been unveiled in the radiol¬ 
ogy department at Oswestiy Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital following a 
£1 million investment. 

Staff in the radiology department 
say patients are already benefiting 
from the new piece of equipment, due 
to it being quicker and also producing 
higher quality scans. The old scanner 
had reached the end of its useful life. 

Resembling a giant Polo Mint, the ma¬ 
chine can scan a staggering 320 slices per 
rotation, producing extremely detailed im¬ 
ages that provide a diagnosis to help guide 
a patient’s care and treatment. 

In a bid to improve the overall patient en¬ 
vironment, a number of ceiling tiles have 
also been transformed into a floral display 
to help put patients at ease, during their 
scan. 

Eric Hughes, diagnostics divisional 
manager, said: “This new CT scanner will 
provide our patients with state-of-the-art 
scanning, which is quicker for them and 
also provides greater accuracy with im¬ 
proved image quality. 

“As well as this fantastic new piece of 
equipment, the overall patient environ¬ 
ment is now much better, thanks to the flo¬ 
ral display we now have above the scanner. 
It’s a welcome distraction for our patients, 
particularly the younger patients that we 
see.” 

The purchase of the CT scanner forms 
part of a £4 million programme of invest¬ 
ments that the hospital trust announced, 
after it reported a surplus of £2.3 million 
back in April.

The Shropdoc phone number of 
0333 2226655 can no longer be called 
for out-of-hours medical help and ad¬ 
vice. Patients across Telford & Wre- 
kin and Shropshire will instead be 
asked to call 111 for non-emergency 
calls requesting medical help. The de¬ 
cision has been taken in line with a 
national policy to provide “a consist¬ 
ent, integrated approach to urgent 
care”. A statement from Shropdoc 
confirmed “any patients that need to 
see a clinician out-of-hours will still be 
seen by a local GP or other appropri¬ 
ate clinician”. Patients in Mid Wales 
have been told they should continue to 
use the Shropdoc number until NHS 
111 is launched in Powys by the end 
of the year. 

Crews are called 
to tackle fires 

FIRE crews were called to two blazes 
involving a bus and large goods vehi¬ 
cle in the Oswestry area. 

Two appliances from Oswestry at¬ 
tended Maesbury Road at 4.15pm on 
Monday where a single decker bus en¬ 
gine caught fire.

^Councillors 
grill head of 
midwifery 

COUNCILLORS were given the chance to 
quiz the head of midwifery at the Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust over 
the future of maternity services. 

Members of Shropshire Council’s Health 
and Adult Social Care Overview and Scru¬ 
tiny Committee met with Sarah Jamieson 
in Shirehall, Shrewsbury. 

She told councillors new midwives had 
been recruited to cover maternity leave 
and that staff sickness levels have reduced 
since services at the rural maternity-led 
units (MLU) had been temporarily sus¬ 
pended. 

Ms Jamieson also revealed that engage¬ 
ment sessions to find out the impact closing 
the rural MLUs permanently would have 
on women and their families had not been 
well attended in Oswestry or Ludlow. 

Councillor Tracey Huffer for Ludlow 
East said most women were not aware of 
the sessions. She added: “People didn’t 
have a clue about them until it started 
spreading on Facebook. Women would love 
to give birth in their local MLU but why 
would they book in if it could be closed? 

“They feel no one listens to them. They 
feel a bit insulted and that their thoughts 
have already been put across.” Ms Jamie¬ 
son said notice of the sessions was put out 
through the clinical commissioning groups, 
GP surgeries and community midwives.

More roadworks 
for town bypass 

MORE roadworks are set to begin on 
Oswestry bypass next week. 

Contractors are due to move onto the 
Whittington roundabout on the bypass on 
Monday to carry out improvement works. 

Signs on the approach to the junction 
with the A495 say that the work could last 
up to three weeks. 

It is the last of a series of major works 
on the road. Motorists have been beset by 
road closures, traffic lights and signals on 
the bypass for the last three months. The 
roadworks began in the spring with the 
installation of traffic lights on the A483

last week contractors started work at the 
Mile End roundabout where the A5 joins 
the A483 running as one road to the Welsh 
border.

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust’s quality and safety assurance committee 
recently visited the A&E department at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

A report to the trust board notes that pro¬ 
gress has been made in respect of the recruit¬ 
ment of A&E consultants, but says there are 
still considerable strains on the workforce. 

It said: “The two A&E departments are sur¬ 
viving on the extreme commitment of SaTH 
staff and their impressive resilience. 

“There have, however, been recent resigna¬ 
tions from the nursing staff and reports that

ACCIDENT and emergency depart¬ 
ments in Shropshire had the long¬ 
est waiting times in the country two 
weeks ago. 

The trust running Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals came bottom of the list in 
figures collated for the first week of July, 
health bosses have revealed. 

David Evans, chief officer at Telford & Wre- 
kin Clinical Commissioning Group, revealed 
the figures at a meeting of its governance board. 

He said that fewer than 70 per cent of the 
2,375 patients turning up at the county’s 
A&E departments during that week were seen 
within the four-hour government target. 

He said the situation at hospitals in the 
county was “extremely challenging”. 

Weather-related illnesses and drunkenness 
related to the World Cup have increased the 
number of patients turning up at A&E and 
have added to the pressure placed on staff. 

The government says that 95 per cent of pa¬ 
tients should be seen within four hours in A&E 
after an initial assessment. 

But that target has not been met in Shrop¬ 
shire for some time. 

Disappointed 

Mr Evans told the meeting he was disap¬ 
pointed with the figures, adding: “We are now 
the worst in the country. 

“It was below 70 per cent.” 

His report to the board said that the figure 
was a deterioration on figures for preceding 
weeks. 

He said a total of 77.42 per cent of patients 
had been seen and treated within four hours for 
the week ending July 1 - which hospital bosses 
said had been the busiest week of the year. 

That week, more than 2,800 people came 
through the doors of A&E at Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital, 
as temperatures soared. 

It equated to 17 people an hour, every hour 
over the week-long period. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, which runs 
the hospitals, said people had been turning up 
with symptoms such as breathlessness. 

Asthma and other respiratory conditions are 
prone to deteriorate during heatwave condi¬ 
tions, especially when it remains hot at night. 

Mr Wright said there was also a small spike 
in alcohol-related injuries and illnesses during 
World Cup matches. 


A CASH-strapped local authority has already 
made 31 per cent of savings this year but needs 
to find another £8.5 million by the end of the 
financial year.

Cain near the Berwyn Mountains in

known for its holy well, Fynnon Coed y Llan. 

The well is dedicated to Saint Myllin, who is 
reputed to have baptised people here in the 
sixth century. 

The parish church is also dedicated to Saint 
Myllin. The medieval motte and bailey castle 
of Tomen yr Allt was probably destroyed by 
Llywelyn ap Gruffudd in 1257. 

The castle earthworks are still present. 

Llanfyllin was granted a charter as a market 


town in 1293 by Llywelyn ap Dafydd under 
Edward I, one of only two Welsh towns to have 
received its charter from a native ruler. 

The charter was confirmed by Edward 
de Charlton, Lord of Powys under Flenry V. 


Today Llanfyllin remains a busy town and is 
popular with tourists from a wide area who are 
keen to stay in the area to enjoy its beautiful 
landscapes. 

Another draw for visitors is the Llanfyllin 


Workhouse, known as Y Dolydd. The building 
was constructed in 1838. 

This old Victorian building had stood empty 
since the mid-1980s until a local voluntary 
group, the Llanfyllin Workhouse Project, got

A VETERAN of Bomber Command from 
Shropshire who took part in a raid on Hit¬ 
ler’s lair has died at the age of 94. 

Julian Humphreys, known as “Humph,” flew 
many hazardous wartime missions in Lancaster 
bombers and later made the RAF his peacetime 
career. 

His funeral at Shrewsbury Crematorium was at¬ 
tended by an RAF contingent bearing an RAF stand¬ 
ard. He is survived by son Graham, and daughters 
Sheila Fox and Susan Hassell. 

After many years of service in the RAF, during which 
he took part in the Berlin airlift in 1948 and 1949, he 
worked for Roll-Royce in Shrewsbury 

Born in Southampton in 1923, Mr Humphreys served 
in the wartime RAF as a wireless operator. After train¬ 
ing he joined 207 Squadron flying Lancaster bombers 
from RAF Spilsby in Lincolnshire. 

He flew his first operational mission in October 1944, 
and was to fly on 27 operational missions, the end of 
the war meaning he finished just short of the 30 which 
comprised a tour of operations. 

His last mission of all was a raid in April 1945 on 
Hitler’s “Eagle’s Nest” retreat in the Alps. 

Reaching the rank of Warrant Officer in 1945, during 
his flying career he amassed 3,936 flying hours. 

Post-war Mr Humphreys decided to forge a career 
in the service, and was in the RAF until 1968. He took 
part in the Berlin airlift, and then went on to Technical 
Training Command, and Coastal Command, followed 
by Air Traffic Control, and finally on flight simulators. 

In the late 1950s and early 1960s he was based at 
RAF Shawbury. 

In 1950 he met wife-to-be Dena at Blackpool, marry¬ 
ing in 1952 and living in Bath, then Belfast, and finally 
Shrewsbury. Their children all live in Shrewsbury. He 
and late wife Dena were always interested in dancing 
and had met and made many friends through it. 

In June 1996 he was given a special treat at RAF 
Shawbury when he climbed inside the only surviving 
airworthy Lancaster bomber at that time, from the 
Battle of Britain Memorial Flight, which was on its way 
to the air show at Cosford, and sat at his old wireless 
operator’s position. 

Mr Humphreys had not been inside a Lancaster 
since the war. Later Shrewsbury aviation historian Mi¬ 
chael Davies offered to arrange a visit for a taxi-run in 
a non-flying Lancaster. 

Mr Humphreys politely declined, saying: “Many 
thanks but I think I’ve done enough taxiing and flying 
Lancs to last a lifetime!”

Old Boys, Young Lives Author Graham Jones The tiled memorial honouring the dead of the Great War at Bridgnorth Endowed School 

A school generation 
lost to the battlefield 



THE individual stories of the 
young men from Bridgnorth 
Grammar School who went to 
war - some never to return - are 
revealed in a new book inspired 
by the restoration of a board 
honouring its Great War dead. 

Old Boys, Young Lives, is the prod¬ 
uct of the researches of Graham Jones 
of Bridgnorth, who is 79, and was him¬ 
self a pupil at the old grammar school, 
which is now Bridgnorth Endowed 
School. 

“The lady in the library of the Endowed 
School had found an honour board created 
by one of the men whose brother had died 
in the First World War. In a previous life I 
have done bits of woodwork and metalwork 
and she asked if I would glue it back to¬ 
gether and tidy it up and they would screw 
it on the library wall,” said Graham. 

That wooden honour board had been cre¬ 
ated by a schoolmaster named Wightman 
who survived the war but his brother had 
died. The school also has a separate glazed 
tile war memorial bearing the names of 43 
who died. “I was in and out of the school 
quite a bit and Mrs Peeler, the librarian, 
said perhaps I could give her a bit of back¬ 
ground on the men who were on the war 
memorial. These were men who died - the 
fallen. That was not a particularly difficult 
task because I had already researched some 
of them for my earlier book called The 
Apley Legion.” 

Graham’s project expanded to looking 
into others from the school’s Great War 
generation, which was greatly helped be¬ 
cause the librarian, Jane Peeler, had the 
school entry records for the relevant years. 

“There was enough information in those 
old books for me to trace the families. Some, 
particularly the farming families, had never 
moved, two or three generations on. I went 
around knocking on doors and people in¬ 
vited me in and I was standing in the same 
room the men I was writing about had

stood. It was the same on the farms and the 
farms’ fields and stables. 

“Everyone was very supportive and fami¬ 
lies found out photographs and that sort of 
thing. When I started the project I thought 
that I would do a thick pamphlet and try 
and get that out of the way in 12 months. 
People kept giving me more information 
which I had to incorporate and the pam¬ 
phlet then went into a booklet - and then it 
got out of control.” 

His book runs to just under 400 pages. 

In the course of his researches Graham 
covers some familiar Bridgnorth names, 
such as the Cooksey and Deighton families. 

“The Deightons do all things property 
in Bridgnorth and David Deighton’s father 
was a legendary character in Bridgnorth. 
He gave me a lot of information.” 

Over 400 Old Boys from the school went 
to war, serving not just in the trenches, but 
all over the world. 

“Although nobody won the Victoria Cross, 
there were plenty of other medals that were 
won. Eleven Old Boys of Bridgnorth Gram¬ 
mar School received the Military Cross.” 

Graham also has an indirect family con¬ 
nection. “My father was in the First World 
War, but he was not a grammar school boy. 
One of his friends, a farmer’s son, was a 
grammar school boy and was killed. His be¬ 
longings were gathered together and sent 
back to his family and they gave my father 
various bits of his clothing that he always 
wore. In the winter he always wore this 
scarf his boyhood friend had worn in the 
trenches.” 

His friend’s name was Tommy Robins, 
who was killed serving with the 6th Battal¬ 
ion of the KSLI on the Somme. His body 
was never recovered.

Ironbridge ‘people’s history’ preserved for future generations

FASCINATING tales of peo¬ 
ple and places in the Iron- 
bridge Gorge compiled by 
an unsung local historian 
have been preserved for fu¬ 
ture generations with a pres¬ 
entation of his life’s work to 
Shropshire Archives. 

Len Beeston had a keen ear 
for anecdotes and little human 
stories in his home town of Iron- 
bridge and was a friend of famous 
coracle maker Eustace Rogers. 

His work gives a window on a long- 
lost Ironbridge and the local commu¬ 
nity in the days before it became the 


hub of an award-winning museum. 
He wrote histories covering various 
aspects of the Gorge, including stories 
of poachers, life by the river, the Rog¬ 
ers family and their occasional battles 
with the authorities, the local Wolves 
and England legend Billy Wright, and 
an account of how Ironbridge had a 
visit from the Luftwaffe in the war. 

His volumes of work, almost all 
carefully typed up and neatly put into 
booklets, have now been presented to 
Shropshire Archives in Shrewsbury 
by Mr Albert Edwards, 91, and his 
88-year-old wife Joan, of Madeley. 

“There’s none of his family left,” 
said Mr Edwards. “When he died it 
went to his sister Gertie, who was the 


wife of my brother Stanley, and when 
Gertie died I came across it when 
clearing the estate. I didn’t know 
what to do with it and it’s too good 
to destroy. Len was a typical lad, who 
liked a drink, and liked his fags, and 
a bit of a bet. He did not marry and 
none of the family had children.” 

Len was only 56 when he died at 
his then home in School Road, Made- 
ley, in November 1984. He worked at 
Ironbridge Power Station - his mate¬ 
rial contains scrapbooks of goings-on 
there - and had served with the King’s 
Shropshire Light Infantry and was a 
member of the Royal British Legion. 

He was secretary of the local darts 
league and Tontine Dominoes Club.

IN 2016 26-year-old Darren Edwards fell 
while climbing at the World’s End Quarry 
near Llangollen, an incident which would 
paralyse him from the chest down and 
change his life forever. 

Guest speaker at a recent Rotary Club 
of Oswestry meeting, Darren said: “I was 
rock climbing with my friend Matt, some¬ 
thing we had done many times before, when 
my rope gave way and I plummeted to the 
ground. 

“As soon as I landed I knew that I was in 
a bad way, breaking my back in the process 
of landing on the cliff edge. Somehow Matt 
was there to throw himself on top of me and 
stop me falling even further. 

“I remember being airlifted by a coast¬ 
guard rescue helicopter to take me to hos¬ 
pital in Stoke whilst all the time worrying 
about the rotors being close to the cliffs, 
convinced that it would crash down on top 
of me.” 

Darren accompanied this intensely per¬ 


sonal talk with photos of each part of the 
incident including the last photo taken of 
him walking upright and the helicopter 
hovering above the site of the fall to pick 
him up. Describing it as being the start of 
his journey, Darren shared his outstand¬ 
ingly positive approach to his rehabilita¬ 
tion as, though he will never walk again, he 
had worked through a five-month stay at 
the Midlands Centre for Spinal Injuries at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

As part of his long road to rehabilitation, 
and not wanting to give up the outdoor life 
he had enjoyed before the accident, Darren 
bought a kayak and qualified for the GB Pa- 
racanoe squad in the following year. 

“There are always challenges in life, 
some which we choose to take on and some 
which are dealt to us.” he said. His story 
“Strength Through Adversity” has also 
become a charity which tries to improve 
the opportunities for people to take part in 
sport in Shropshire. 


Forum hears 
about plans 
for waterway 


COULD the Montgomery Canal be re¬ 
stored all the way to Newtown to cel¬ 
ebrate the 750th anniversary of the 
granting of the town’s Royal Charter in 
2029? 

That was the intriguing question posed 
at the annual Montgomery Canal Forum by 
John Dodwell, Montgomery Canal Partner¬ 
ship chairman. 

A member of the audience asked if it was realis¬ 
tic, due to the cost of replacing bridges and other 
roadworks, to reopen the canal from Berriew to 
Newtown. 

Mr Dodwell said the canal restoration to New¬ 
town was desirable and feasible but whether it was 
achievable would depend on raising the necessary 
funding. 

He suggested that reopening the canal to New¬ 
town would be a great way to celebrate the 750th 
anniversary of granting of the town’s Royal Char¬ 
ter. Michael Limbrey, Montgomery Waterway Res¬ 
toration Trust chairman, said that if engineering 
works planned for a new structure at Schoolhouse 
Bridge, near Oswestry were successful, the same 
system could be used between Berriew and New¬ 
town. 

“There are real opportunities and it’s only money 
and engineering that we need to restore the canal,” 
he added, mentioning the support from Newtown 
and Welshpool town councils for the canal resto¬ 
ration. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM and vice 
president of Montgomery Waterway Restoration 
Trust, said he believed that the canal restoration 
would be a project that could qualify for support

from a potential Mid Wales Growth Deal because 
of its impact on tourism. He praised the different 
organisations working together to support the res¬ 
toration of the canal, saying that real momentum 
had been achieved. Assembly Members often spoke 
positively in the Senedd about the canal. 

A member of the audience said she believed the 
Welsh Government should have funded the canal 
restoration a long time ago to support leisure and 
tourism. “I think this project should be high on 
their agenda, but they seem to forget about us in 
Mid Wales,” she said. 

Mr Limbrey gave an update of works on the 
35-mile canal, half of which has already been re¬ 
stored. Supported by the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
a substantial new nature reserve had been estab¬ 
lished at Aston, near Queens Head, Oswestry and 
choked lengths of the canal in Mid Wales had been 
dredged. 

The lottery programme includes re-watering a 
derelict length of canal to Crickheath Wharf, the 
next turning point on the canal, to extend the sec¬ 
tion connected to the Llangollen Canal by one and 
a half miles. 

Welshpool Town Council is looking to create a 
nature reserve and several more were needed along 
the Welsh length of the canal. 

Mr Limbrey said the trust was “thrilled to bits” 
that £210,000 had been raised towards a £300,000 
appeal for the replacement of Schoolhouse Bridge 
and he thanked everyone who had donated money. 

He said the canal had more original bridges, 
locks and aqueducts per mile than most waterways 
and was famous for its plants and wildlife. 


Passengers' loyalty will be

Students to help with council’s IT system 


STUDENTS are being asked to help Shropshire Council deliver 
a new IT system as the authority is struggling to find people to 
implement the money-saving scheme. 

A report to the council’s audit committee last month said the 
start date to launch the system, set to save the authority mil¬ 
lions of pounds, had been delayed until October 31 - eight weeks 
later than planned. 

The report says: “The ability to resource the project remains 
an issue and has made it necessary to delay slightly the planned 
go live date for (Enterprise Resource Planning) ERP until Oc¬ 
tober 31. This will not impact the go live dates for social care. 

“Bringing in resource remains problematic. 


“To mitigate the issues this creates we are looking at what ac¬ 
tivities can be stopped temporarily or changed to free resources 
for the project. 

“We are looking to move resources from other areas to cover. 

“In addition, as we have exhausted the agencies as a means 
of bringing in staff, we have advertised for university/college 
students to come and work with us over the summer.” 

Council chief executive Clive Wright said high employment 
rates had made it difficult to attract the number it would like. 

He said many employers, including the council, were finding 
it difficult to fill particular positions. 

He said: “Employment levels in Shropshire are at a high, 


which is really positive for our communities and our economy. 
Many employers, including Shropshire Council, are experienc¬ 
ing difficulties in recruiting to particular occupations and pro¬ 
fessions. 

“This means the programme will take slightly longer to de¬ 
liver. One action we are taking to minimise impact is to offer 
students and graduates work over the summer, giving them 
valuable, paid experience working with cutting edge technology 
alongside top IT professionals from both the public and private 
sector.”

Scammers are 
taking millions 
from victims 

SCAMMERS across Wales have fiddled vic¬ 
tims out of more than £17 million in six 
months, new figures have revealed. 

One man whose wife had terminal can¬ 
cer was swindled out of £53,000 last year, 
and official data has shown that in the last 
three years fraud has increased by 21 per 
cent. 

The rise has been attributed to dating 
scams and social media accounts, and au¬ 
thorities have warned anyone could be 
targeted. 

In the last three years, fraud relating to 
online shopping and auctions was among 
the most common with 4,599 incidents 
in total, up 7.5 per cent, to 1,635 cases in 
2017. North Wales Police saw the biggest 
increase, up 39 per cent since 2015, with a 
7.9 per cent rise in the Dyfed-Powys area 
with 1,839 cases reported. 

Detective Chief Insp Brian Kearney, 
North Wales Police’s lead on tackling 
fraud, and has urged people to use call 
blockers to stop them from being targeted. 

“Whilst victims over 50 are most likely 
to be targeted, our figures show it can be 
anyone,” he said. 

“The central method to combat fraud is 
to increase the public’s awareness of fraud, 
its types, and thereby prevent people be¬ 
coming victims in the first place.” 

Life-saving device 
is installed at hall 

A DEFIBRILLATOR has been installed at 
the Senior Citizen’s Hall in a Shropshire 
village. 

The parish council was behind the move 
at Whittington, near Oswestry, to benefit 
the local community and anyone visiting 
the parish, especially as the defibrillator is 
in an unlocked cabinet at all times. 

In addition to its installation, the par¬ 
ish council has facilitated two training 
sessions, called defibrillator awareness 
courses, to be organised. 

The awareness courses have been or¬ 
ganised in conjunction with the Oswestry 
Cambrian Rotary Club, the organisers 
have said. 

They will be delivered by a Community 
First Responder and a Heart Start tutor. 

The sessions will be held in order to train 
people to use the equipment should a situa¬ 
tion where it is needed arises. 

The free admission courses will take 
place on August 4 and 25, both at 10am in 
the hall on Station Road in Whittington, 
and on August 25 in the same location at 
10am 

The training sessions are said to last ap¬ 
proximately two hours with zero charge to 
attend, just a request for donations at the 
end of the sessions to support the trainers 
and their work.

Peter takes 
a nostalgic 
look at life 



I t has captured the best - and, some 
might say, the worst - of British pop 
music over the past 35 years. 

Now it is a national institution, the nation’s 
favourite music brand, with more than 120 
million sales, writes Andy Richardson. 

And now it is about to release NowlOO, a 
landmark that has led to the release by its re¬ 
cord company of a shortlist of the best songs it 
believes have featured on the records over the 
decades. There will also be an awards ceremo¬ 
ny based on those lists to celebrate a musical 
institution upon which a generation has grown 
up. People will be given the chance to vote for 
their favourites to coincide with the release of 
Now 100 next month. 

Now That’s What I Call Music! compilations 
have been the most popular CDs every year 
since 2010 - except for 2015, when Adele came 
top. 

The series began in 1983 when the first ever 
Now compilation sold 1.1 million copies. It fea¬ 
tured 28 artists; Kajagoogoo, UB40 and Culture 
Club had two songs each, while Peabo Bryson 
and Roberta Flack doubled up for the duet To¬ 
night, I Celebrate My Love’. 

Eight artists on Now 1 have never made an¬ 
other appearance, including Mike Oldfield and 
Bonnie Tyler. 

From small acorns do tall oaks grow and the 
Now compilations series have racked up an in¬ 
credible 250 hours of music and featured 2,069 
artists. The series has also been a byword for

popular songs: Now 88, for instance, had the 
most No 1 singles with 15. 

The series took its name from a 1920s adver¬ 
tising poster for Danish bacon featuring a pig 
saying “Now. That’s What I Call Music” as it lis¬ 
tened to a chicken singing. Richard Branson had 
bought the poster for his cousin, Simon Draper, 
to hang behind Draper’s desk at the Virgin Re¬ 
cords office. Remarkably, Branson married the 
girl in the shop where he bought the poster. Over 
half of the population have bought or been given 
a Now numbered compilation album in the past. 

The series has changed with the times and as 
there has been a drift away from vinyl and cas¬ 
sette, digital versions have grown more popular. 
Since November 2005 the Now series have only 
been released on CD and digital download for¬ 
mats. 

Successful 

Now! compilations have spent 654 weeks at 
number 1 - up to the fourth week of Now 99 - 
and Now 4 was the only volume that didn’t get 
to Number 1. It spent two weeks at Number 2. 

So far the series has featured 602 number 1 
hits and there have been eight Beatles covers 
on Now albums. The most successful volume 
to date is 1999’s Now 44, which sold 2.3 million 
copies and is the biggest selling compilation al¬ 
bum ever. Now 70 sold 383,002 units in it’s first 
week, the biggest ever sales of any Now album 
in a week

more sales than Michael Jackson’s Thriller and 
Pink Floyd’s The Dark Side of the Moon. Every 
UK home owns on average four Now albums. 

The compilations have changed over the dec¬ 
ades and Birmingham’s UB40 were the most 
popular band initially - appearing 13 times on 
the first 10 albums - more than any other artist. 
Phil Collins appeared eight times on the first 10 
albums including his appearances with Gene¬ 
sis. Fie was matched by Freddie Mercury, if you 
count Queen. 

Robbie Williams is the most-featured artist 
in the compilation series, with 30 appearances 
(x 5 in Take That). Fie also appears with charity 
projects Flelping Flaiti (Now 75), Justice Collec¬ 
tive (Now 84), Artists for Grenfell (Now 97), and 
World Music project 1 Giant Leap (Now 52). 

Calvin Flarris is the second most featured 
artist with 26 appearances, Rihanna is the third 
most featured artist with 25 appearances, David 
Guetta and Kylie come joint fourth most featured 
artist with 24 appearances while Girls Aloud, 
Coldplay, Katy Perry, U2, Britney and Sugab- 
abes follow. Next in line are Tinie Tempah, Justin 
Bieber, BEP, Boyzone, McFly, Little Mix, Justin 
Timberlake and Jason Derulo. 

Calvin Flarris (Now 80), Dua Lipa (Now 96), 
Quavo (Now 97), Justin Bieber (Now (97) and 
Khalid (Now 98) have made the most appear¬ 
ances on any one Now album, with three singles 
each.

THEY were days in which three 
piece suites were such coveted 
luxuries that they were star priz¬ 
es on television game shows. 

Today’s generation might find it difficult 
to conceive what life was like for folk in the 
1950s and 1960s, in which few people had 
televisions, cars or mod cons, most work¬ 
ing class homes were still without central 
heating or fitted carpets, and some still had 
outside toilets where ice ran down the walls 
in winter. 

Now the atmosphere of those times has 
been conjured up by a new book by a former 
Shrewsbury headteacher taking a nostalgic 
look at what it was like growing up in those 
decades. 

Peter Traves, from Pontesbury, who was 
head of The Wakeman School from 1995 to 
2001 and advisor to the Department of Ed¬ 
ucation, decided to put pen to paper after

realising that the way of life he knew while 
growing up was more distant to his five- 
year-old granddaughter than the Victorian 
era was to his own childhood. 

Not Great Hopes: A Birmingham Boy¬ 
hood, has been published by Brewin 
Books. The title is taken from a quote by 
the obnoxious Mrs Elton in Jane Austen’s 
“Emma” - “One has no great hopes of Bir¬ 
mingham. I always say there is something 
direful in the sound.” 

“We had less, but everyone had less. 
There was no stigma. My childhood was 
more typical of how most people were 
brought up. People didn’t have a lot of 
money but we weren’t starving,” says 
Peter, who was born in 1950 and raised in 
the Northfield area. 

His father worked as a salesman for the 
gas board and later as a shop manager sell¬ 
ing electrical goods. Peter’s mother worked 
in a milk bar before finding a job in the 
comptometer room at chocolate manufac¬ 
turer Cadbury’s. 

The book covers a period from 1950 to

1968 when the skyline of Birmingham and 
other towns and cities radically changed. 

He laments the loss of the great Victorian 
city of his early childhood and buildings 
such as the red brick Victorian gothic refer¬ 
ence library and the old New Street Station 
with its imposing Victorian fagade. 

The book is a mix of social history and 
personal biography. Peter looks back in 
fondness to his childhood - the delights 
of dripping on toast, camping holidays in 
Wales or Devon, day trips to Shropshire 
and watching his favourite football team 
Aston Villa. 

“We didn’t have a TV or a car until I was 
about 10. A TV was equivalent to several 
months’ income. Until 1955 there was only 
one channel. It would close down, so par¬ 
ents could put their children to bed. 

“Television for us was a social experi¬ 
ence. It wasn’t the isolating experience 
that media consumption is now. One of the 
themes that runs through the book is how 
much more deferential society was in the 
1950s and 60s. 

“There was an educated upper class that 
wanted to protect people from TV - people 
like Malcolm Muggeridge who would rave 
that TV was lowering standards of culture. 

“I still remember now turning the TV 
on and hearing an incredibly beautiful aria 
from Madam Butterfly. We never went to 
the opera, but TV had brought opera to us.” 

Not all Peter’s memories are rosy. For 
years he thought the natural colour of 
buildings was black. 

“One of the effects of having coal fires 
was the smog. Thousands of people would 
die in the smog every year. It now seems 
surreal.” 

Peter moved away from Birmingham to 
attend university in London where he met 
his St Lucian-born wife Merle. The couple 
lived and worked in London before moving 
to Pontesbury in 1989. 

But when Merle started a new job teach¬ 
ing at a school in Nechells, Birmingham, 
in 2010, it was an opportunity for Peter to 
move back to the city part-time. 

For the last six years of his career he was 
the Director of Children’s Services in Staf¬ 
fordshire. After retirement in 2010 he acted 
as a consultant adviser to the Department 
for Education, based in Birmingham.

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Charting the changes 

The music charts are changing how they count the tunes we are 
all listening to. ANDY RICHARDSON reports on a new chapter for pop. 



G one are the days when fans and 
artists would huddle around 
their radio on a Sunday evening, 
waiting to hear who was number one. 
Gone too are the counting devices 
that once sat on record shop coun¬ 
ters, so that staff could literally add up 
the number of vinyl singles that were 
sold. Cassettes and mini discs are all 
but obsolete. 

The generation who grew up tuning into Tony 
Blackburn and Alan “Fluff” Freeman or Bruno 
Brookes and Mark Goodier, might not recognise 
the charts of today. 

From today a new system is in place that will 
factor in video plays for new tunes. The world 
has changed. And so have hosts like Scott Mills, 
who has been in the hot seat since June 15, re¬ 
placing Greg James. 

The world has moved on since the official 
chart was launched 
1967. We access 
music differently, 


listen to it on dif¬ 


ferent platforms. Digital downloads and stream¬ 
ing services now dominate while many watch 
videos on smartphones. 

The change in the British pop chart has been 
developed in conjunction with the British music 
industry and digital platforms. 

Established audio services such as Apple 
Music and Spotify now add video to their offer 
while YouTube is preparing to launch its first 
subscription service, signalling a key moment 
in the development of the premium music video 
sector. The change in counting starts today. It is 
designed to ensure the chart remains a show¬ 
case for hit music, however music fans choose 
to access it. 

The Official Singles Chart will continue to be 
the only official countdown in the UK market, 
reflecting sales of downloads, CD and vinyl, as 
well as streams of audio tracks or video tracks, 
whether on premium subscription or ad-funded 
services.

The services which will contribute video 
streams will include Apple Music, Spotify, You¬ 
Tube and Tidal. The change was effective from 
the chart published on July 6. 

Official Charts Company chief executive Mar¬ 
tin Talbot said: “This is a significant step for the 
UK and ensures The Official Chart, which is un¬ 
veiled exclusively on BBC Radio 1, continues to 
be the most comprehensive and trusted chart in 
the UK, bar none. 

v “Consumption of recorded music via more 
W,, than 15,000 retailers, download stores and 
1 x streaming services of all kinds contribute 
to the weekly chart countdown. 

“In the modern era, artists are 
increasingly multi-faceted cre¬ 
ators, with a highly developed 
visual sense running in parallel 
with their music. 

“The addition of video en¬ 
sures that the Official Singles 
Chart reflects the creativity of the 
artist in the broadest way possible - and music 
fans’ engagement with that vision.” 

The addition of video does not mean, howev¬ 
er, that the charts will suddenly be full of Led 
Zeppelin and the Rolling Stones, who both en¬ 


joy a high number of video plays. Instead, the 
figures reflect the fact that the line between 
audio and video has been blurred in the digital 
age. 

Similarly, tight rules mean free ad-funded 
streams will not count as much to those from 
paid-for subscriptions. Officials say that 100 
streams from subscriptions will equate to one 
sale, will that would take 600 “free” streams. 
That new 1/6 balance will be applied to both vid¬ 
eo and audio as of next month. 

The pace of change has been electrifying. 

A generation ago, when Blur and Oasis were 
fighting it out to be crowned Kings of Britpop, 
the bands themselves and their record labels 
found out chart placings by tuning in. They’d 
make furtive calls to contacts at radio stations, 
if they were lucky, finding out no more than an 
hour or so before the rest of the country. Data 
was hidden away and digital dominance was 
the furthest thought from anyone’s mind. 

Chart topping model/singer Dua Lipa has no 
gripes with the change. 

After all, she has become the most streamed 
female artist after her ‘New Rules’ video racked 
up 60million streams in the UK alone (and a re¬ 
cord-breaking 1billion+ Youtube views world¬ 
wide). 

She said: “These changes mean that the 
charts will now reflect even more of your buying, 
listening and watching than ever before.” 

Years & Years’ frontman Oily Alexander is 
also a fan of the change: “For artists like us it’s 
a great thing. Videos give us a chance to make 
a statement and it’s great if that is taken into ac¬ 
count in the Official Singles Chart. When I think 
about our music I think about it visually too - 
it’s another opportunity to get our message 
across.” 

The inclusion of video streams aren’t expect¬ 
ed to change the UK singles too much. 

Tshepo Mokoena, from Noisey.Vice.Com 
says major labels will continue to dominate. 
“Ultimately, this is a moment of victory for the 
more traditional parts of the business first. But, 
if you’re lucky to be someone on Dua Lipa’s lev¬ 
el, that can work in your favour too.” 


Children learn 
to think for 
themselves

GIVEN the choice, which would 
you rather be - a happy pig, or an 
unhappy prince? 

Takunda Makawa ponders the ques¬ 
tion, before concluding: “I would rath¬ 
er be the unhappy prince, because he 
might be able to change, whereas the 
pig would always be a pig.” 

Mya Sambhi is not so sure. 

“If people started saying he couldn’t 
change, he would be upset, and would never 
know what happened to the pig. I think I 
would rather be a happy pig.” 

Profound indeed, and all the more so for 
the fact that Takunda, from Randlay, and 
Mya, from Wellington, are just 11 years old. 

It is just one of the questions they have 
been pondering during philosophy lessons 
at Old Hall School in Wellington. 

Philosophy in primary school? Tradition¬ 
ally viewed as the preserve of high-minded

academics, the independent prep school has 
added basic philosophy lessons to the cur¬ 
riculum for youngsters aged 10 and 11. 

Headteacher Martin Stott believes en¬ 
couraging children to think for themselves 
at an early age not only gives them useful 
skills for later life, but also benefits their 
general wellbeing. 

“If it gives them confidence, and allows 
them to develop a thought process, then it 
will help them cope with the pressure dur¬ 
ing their exams,” he says. 

There is evidence to back this up. While 
philosophy teaching in primary schools is 
still a rarity, it is not without precedent. 

In 2015, 48 schools across the UK took 
part in a trial organised by the Education 
Endowment Foundation, where more than 
3,000 pupils received weekly lessons. 

The study, found pupils ability in reading 
and maths scores improved by an average of 
two months over a year. 

For children who came from disadvan¬ 
taged backgrounds, the benefits were even 
more profound, with writing skills also 
showing benefits.

Harry Evans, 11, from Wolverhampton, 
says he definitely enjoys the lessons. 

“You come out of a lesson and think 
about something you never thought about 
before,” he says. 

“Sometimes in lessons I will change my 
mind after thinking through what other 
people are saying.” 

Mr Stott admits he was a little uncertain 
at first about whether children aged 10 and 
11 were ready to tackle the subject. He says 
was initially concerned that the less confi¬ 
dent youngsters might not feel able to take 
part. Such doubts were quickly dispelled. 

“At first it feels a little uncomfortable, 
not every child can engage with it straight 
away,” he says. 

“But once they watch and listen to the 
other children, they want to get involved. 

“We don’t get into anything too heavy, 
the sort of questions we ask are ‘if you read 
a newspaper in the newsagents, and put 
it back in the stand without paying for it, 
have you stolen something?’ Another one is 
if you have a ship, and you start replacing 
parts on it, how much can you replace be¬ 
fore it is no longer the original ship?”’ 

Esther Grimsdale, 11, from Wellington, 
says a discussion about what you would do 
if you found a £50 note in the street had 
given her much food for thought. 

“I don’t know what I would do,” she says. 

“If I saw somebody drop it, I think I 
would give it back to them, but if I just 
saw it on the floor and I didn’t see anyone 
around, I think I would pick it up.” 

Mr Stott says being able to form cohesive 
arguments will prove valuable as the chil¬ 
dren progress to senior schools, and help 
them to develop into more rounded individ¬ 
uals. 

“I think it’s most important, philosophy 
teaches the children to listen to other peo¬ 
ple’s point of view,” he says. 

“It teaches them that a debate doesn’t 
have to be a row, that it’s important to lis¬ 
ten to other people’s point of view.” 

Certainly, it is hard to argue against the 
benefits of teaching youngsters to recognise 
different opinions in a society which seems 
to be increasingly polarised and tribal, and 
where the 24-hour world of social media 
gives everybody an outlet to vent their 
spleen. 

Mr Stott believes giving people a chance 
to express their opinions and explore other 
arguments can make for happier children. 

He says: “If you ask a child a question, 
the natural reaction is to look for the right 
answer, but this teaches them that some¬ 
times there isn’t a right answer, just differ¬ 
ent opinions.”

ROAD TEST 


XC90 D5 R-Design a dassy all-rounder 



The Volvo has well-judged proportions and muted, yet stylish exterior colours

The XC90 has always led the charge when 
it comes to classy, seven-seater cars. 
Luxurious yet understated, it’s a solid 
contender against the likes of the Land 
Rover Discovery and BMW X5. It’s also 
packing as much safety technology as 
you’ll find on a car on sale today, which 
makes it a key family car-segment option. 

We’re testing it here in diesel-powered D5 
set-up, which is in fact the lowest-powered 
option in the range - sitting underneath a 
turbo petrol and a twin-engine plug-in hybrid. 

There’s plenty going on inside the new 
XC90. The amount of safety system fitted 
to it is impressive, with features such as the 
city safety pack - which includes pedestrian, 
cyclist and large animal detection systems 
- combining with pilot assist and adaptive 
cruise control to make it a very safe way of 
getting around. 

Our test XC90 uses, as mentioned, Volvo’s 
D5 powertrain. This sees a 2.0-litre, four- 
cylinder diesel engine plonked under the 
bonnet, linked to all four wheels via an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox. Economy figures 
are good, with Volvo claiming 49.6mpg on the 
combined cycle, and emissions of 149g/km. 

You may ask why Volvo hasn’t decided to fit 
the XC90 with silky six-cylinder as is de rigeur 
with large, luxurious SUVs - but the Swedish 
manufacturer is committed to, slowly but 
surely, reducing the amount of diesels in its 
range and replacing them with ultra-efficient 
yet powerful petrols and hybrids. In fact, the 
new S60 saloon won’t be offered with a diesel 
option at all, which shows just how committed 
Volvo is to this change in powertrain adoption. 

The XC90 is everything you want a large, 



Overall it is an exceptionally good cabin 


seven-seater SUV to be; comfortable, refined 
and predictable. The steering is light, but not 
overly so, and the engine provides more than 
enough punch to get you up to speed in a 
smart fashion. 

The gearbox is smooth shifting and there 
isn’t too much road or wind noise - and all 
of these factors combine to make it quite 
a relaxing car to drive. A good amount of 
forward visibility helps improve your overall 
perception of the road ahead, too. 

Volvo has done well to make the ride into a 
decent compromise, balancing comfort with 
support - the big Volvo doesn’t lean too much 
in the corners, but it manages to absorb the 
vast majority of road imperfections too. 

The XC90 was one of the first Volvo vehicles 
to debut the brand’s new design language, 
and it’s as eye-catching as it is classy. The 
recognisable Thor’s Hammer’ headlights 
have now been applied to all of the cars in 
the Swedish manufacturer’s range, but they 
look just as special on the XC90 too. Whereas 
other large SUVs trade on big alloys, chunky 


side skirts and quad exhausts, the Volvo 
combats this with well-judged proportions 
and muted, yet stylish exterior colours.The 
colours available change depending on 
specification. 

The cabin of the XC90 matches the 
understated look of the exterior. Everything 
is well made and feels solid to the touch, with 
plenty of high-quality materials contributing 
to an overall exceptionally good cabin. The 
large central touchscreen dominates the 
interior of the car, and clears up the need to 
have a myriad of buttons for various different 
controls. 

Volvo hasn’t chucked all of the physical 


controls in the bin, however; you still get a 
rotary dial for the volume - which is a clever 
move, as touchscreen controls for audio 
functions have been a sticking point for many 
in-car systems. 

There’s plenty of space for all seven 
occupants too. Even the third and final row 
offers up more than enough room for most, 
though having these in place does impact the 
car’s boot space considerably. 

Our test car came in sporty R-Design 
specification, and comes with all manner of 
standard equipment including heated and 
electric powered front seats, that huge central 
touchscreen and adaptive cruise control with 


distance alert, though it’s worth pointing out 
that the XC90 is not a cheap car - our test 
vehicle, fitted with a smattering of options 
such as a 360-degree parking camera and 
a panoramic sunroof, came in at £62,030 - 
which is a lot of money. 

The XC90 is a solid all-rounder and, though 
now more expensive than ever, features 
everything you could want from a seven-seater 
luxury SUV. It drives well, and is incredibly 
comfortable over longer journeys while also 
being just on the right side of firmness for UK 
cars. There are rivals in the market, but for now 
the big Volvo remains firmly at the top - and 
will take some beating.

It was, I confess, with considerable 
apprehension that I took delivery of 
the e-Golf. 

I’ve driven all-electric cars before, 
of course, but mostly for short 
tests - never for a week when I was 
determined it would be my only 
transport, including on a 220-mile 
cross country business trip. 

Even the night before, I was seriously 
wondering if it would be sensible to 
get my own car out of the garage. 

This is new technology, and it’s hard 
to mentally dismiss half a century of 
reliance on petrol and diesel - and 
probably some prejudice. But I had 
decided to take the challenge, and get 
a glimpse of what for many of us will be 
the future of motoring. 

It was a steep learning curve but 
what a revelation! Once I was over 
the electric car ‘range anxiety’ I was 
actually enjoying the e-Golf’s smooth 
and silent performance, to say nothing 
of its economy. Yes, I could live with 
this car. Easily. 

Rewarding 

The e-Golf is based on the 
Volkswagen hatchback, the Mark 7 
version launched last year, with the 
same levels of interior space and (you 
may be surprised) rewarding driving 
experience. With a 0 to 62mph time 
of 9.6 seconds, it certainly couldn’t 
be tarnished with the ‘milk float’ tag 
sometimes applied to electric vehicles. 

The lithium batteries weigh in at 
318kg, but they are built into the car’s 
floor which keeps the centre of gravity 
low and aids stability. The motor 
produces 136PS of power and a hefty 
290Nm of torque which is basically 
all available from the moment it starts 
to spin, which makes the car feel 
particularly responsive. 

It comes with a top-of-the range 
specification with a price tag of 
£28,230 after taking account of the 
government’s (EV) grant. 

I took an old friend for a drive and 
he was clearly impressed - except for 
the price, which would be a big jump 
from his current petrol Golf. That got 
me wondering if VW would produce a 
cheaper, lower spec model to make it 
more accessible. Of course some of 
the technology is indispensible for an 
EV, such as its very effective energy 
regeneration system and the optional 
heat pump to reduce the climate 
control/hot air system’s consumption. 

The official (lab test) credits the 
battery pack with a 183-mile capability, 
but VW says 125 miles is more realistic. 

As an electric first-timer, I nervously 
set off from Shropshire for Malmsbury 
in Wiltshire and made my first stop 


at Gloucester services on the M5. 

I plugged in to the CCS 7kw DC 
fast charger and went for a coffee. 
Topping up to full charge took half 
an hour, and cost £4.17.1 reached 
my destination and completed a few 
more miles before heading home. I 
stopped at Strensham services near 
Worcester, charging in 35 minutes 
at a cost of £5.28 - as it turned out 
I would have reached home safely 
without the stop. I topped up at 
Telford’s M54 services later that 
evening, so I calculated I had covered 
around 235 miles at a cost of £15. 

The 7kw DC fast chargers will 
top up the e-Golf with 80 per cent 
of maximum power in around 45 
minutes. You can also used other 
public chargers such as the lower 
powered (and slower) AC system, 
and the car also came with leads 
for use with a domestic 13amp plug 
(again slower and best for overnight 
charging). I would go for the optional 
home charging box, wired to a night 
rate supply, for convenience and to 
save even more money. 

The car came with a card for 
use with one charging company’s 
machines, but since this was my 
‘green’ week I decided to go the 
whole hog and downloaded the 
Ecotricity smartphone app. The 
company only sells power generated 
by renewable sources and uses its 
profits to invest in more capacity. 

As well as setting up for a charge, 
this useful app shows you how long 
you have left, where the chargers are 
and even which ones are working (or 
not, as the case may be). 

There’s also the Zap Maps website, 
which shows the location and type 
of charger. Press the e-Golf satnav’s 
‘points of interest’ button and this will 
also show you the nearest chargers, 
and give you directions to get there. 


There are a nuber of tricks you pick 
up to eke out your battery power, 
but VW has thought of the best ones 
anyway. For example, the automatic 
transmission level has the usual park, 
neutral reverse and drive positions 
but since this is an electric motor 
there’s only one gear. 

On the maximum setting, when 
you take your foot off the accelerator 
it feels as if you’re actual braking 

- fortunately that also triggers the 
stop lights to deter tailgaters from 
attempting to drive into your boot. 

There’s also a driving mode button 
which controls normal eco and eco+ 
modes - the latter to reduce motor 
output to 95 and 75PS respectively 
and therefore reduce consumption at 
the expense of some performance. 

I found the eco setting ideal for 
motorway cruising, and eco+ my 
preference around town. 

It isn’t only energy costs where 
e-Golf drivers save money. It 
produces zero emissions so you 
don’t pay any vehicle excise duty, or 
car tax, and the benefit-in-kind tax 
rate for company car drivers is the 
lowest possible, 

The e-Golf is an excellent example 
of current electric vehicles and a look 
into the future - most manufacturers 
including VW are committed to 
electric vehicles with new models 
just around the corner. It won’t suit 
everyone, of course, but for many it 
will prove hardly any less practical 
than a conventional car. It requires 
practice, a little learning and perhaps 
a shift in mind set, but a week with 
the e-Golf has certainly boosted my 
confidence in the technology. 

The e-Golf’s battery pack is subject 
to an eight year. 100,000-mile warrant 

- considerably longer than the rest of 
the car’s standard three years/60,000 
miles.

GROUNDSMAN Dave Vart and his 
team, who keep Oswestry’s cricket 
pitch in tip top condition, have seen 
their unstinting efforts recognised by 
the Birmingham League. 

Vart, a former player who is the father of cur¬ 
rent opener Joe Carassco, works tirelessly on the 
pitch at Morda Road - and has warmed to the 
challenge during the summer heatwave. 

The club have been ranked second in division 
one at the mid season point for the preparation 
of pitches, with Kidderminster the only side 
above them. 

The assessment is carried out by the umpires 
and takes into account evenness of bounce, 
movement off seam, carry and turn. 

“Dave and his team have done very well in 
difficult circumstances, given the prolonged 
heatwave and absence of rain,” said a club 
spokesman. 

Vart has had to contend with the vagaries of 
the British climate, with a cold, wet winter and 
early spring being followed by near drought con¬ 
ditions. With only 6.8mm of rainfall recorded 
last month, cricket grounds up and down the 
country continue to suffer during the prolonged 
heatwave. 

Recognition 

Oswestry’s Stonehouse Oval is no exception 
with its traditional lush outfield and geometric 
circles now a distant memory. 

Amidst the Morda Road savannah, however, 
stands a vibrant green “square” where the 
match and practice pitches are lovingly tended 
by head goundsman Vart and his valued assis¬ 
tants, Pete Corfield and George Armer. 

And it is the quality of these pitches which has 
brought Vart and his team well deserved recogni¬ 
tion for all their hard work and diligence. 

The club has received an impressive set of 
marks from Birmingham League officials follow¬ 
ing a mid season audit. 

Oswestry have been ranked second in the 
“pitch table”, just behind Kidderminster, a club 
with a long history of having staged first class 
cricket. 

It’s a tough criteria with those pitches that 
fall below the required average mark told to im¬ 
prove, while those that fall short the following 
season will not be considered for promotion to a 
higher division. 


“Varty”, as he is known to players and cricket fol¬ 
lowers throughout the county, was delighted to receive 
the news via club secretary Ben Wilson, but admit¬ 
ted that it has been a difficult season for preparing 
pitches. 

“First, we had the heavy rain in April which caused 
the league season to be put back by a week,” he said. 
“Part of the outfield turned into a lake. We even had 
ducks swimming on it! 

“Now the outfield is almost burnt to a cinder - it’s 
been from one extreme to the other. 

“We have had to adjust our match preparations. 
We are now working on a 14 as opposed to seven day 
cycle.” 


The popular former Shropshire bowler added: “We 
have to cover the pitches in the day to protect them 
from the sun, and then water at night.” 

Vart is very much alive to the possibility of a hose 
pipe ban with reservoir levels dropping, and the risk 
of water companies imposing restrictions as they did 
in 1976, 1984 and 1989. 

“The next next few weeks could be critical if there is 
no break in the weather soon,” he said. 

“The pitch surfaces are likely to deteriorate, mak¬ 
ing it that much harder for batsmen, with spinners 
and even the medium pace trundlers coming right into 
their own. I might even be tempted myself to put on 
the whites again!”
